Since the first class to graduate from North High entered just fifty years ago, this Polar Bear is dedicated to the history 
and accomplishments of the various departments of the school. 

Throughout the book, comparison has been made between the old fashioned and the modern eras. Starting with the 
cover, which suggests both periods of time, each section recalls the history as well as the latest accomplishments of the de- 
partment. Old-fashioned pictures, reprinted from old supplemen ts, are used on the introductory pages of each division, while 
the succeeding pages are in modernistic, streamlined design. 

In the above picture taken at the Tower Door, we see an old fashioned couple dressed in the clothes of the "Gay 
Nineties" period. Just so might a boy and girl of high school age have appeared in that year of 1895 when our building 
was new. (School had been held at the Forest Home building on Forest Avenue for the first six years after the entrance 
of the first graduating class in 1889.) 

Looking toward these figures from the past is a modern couple who might be any two in school today. They are gazing 
across a span of fifty years. It is a span filled with high aims and great achievements for North High.

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History of North High School 



Because of lack of time and space, no attempt has been made to give a complete history of North High. Only part of the more interesting events from the earliest time 
down to the present have been touched upon. From time to time during the next three years more details may be given. - By Miss Heien Grace Adams. 

percent of the earlier graduating classes went on into college 
— four out of six in the first class; and four out of the five 
in the second, the fifth one in this group taking, a business 
college training after high school, and so on, of course, the 
percentage decreasing as the larger numbers remained in high 
school until graduation. The curriculum at that time con- 
sisted of strictly college entrance subjects, English, Latin, 
Greek, German, mathematics, history and science with a little 
art and music thrown in. Everyone then took about the same 
subjects, excepting that only a few who planned to enter class- 
ical courses in college took Greek. 

It was during these very early days that our colors were 
chosen. On October 12, 1892, all Des Moines celebrated the 
four hundredth anniversary of a certain rather important event, 
with a great program and a wonderful parade in which all 
the school children in Des Moines were to march, wearing 
their school colors. As North had not yet thought of choosing 
school colors Miss Patterson suggested that pink and green be 
used. Her suggestion was followed for that occasion, but it 
was not until about two years later that definite steps were 
taken for their adoption. A committee was appointed to con- 
sider the important question of colors, and it happened that 
they met in apple blossom time. After the group had dis- 
cussed many combinations of colors, one of the boys noticing 
through the window the pink of the blossoms against the rich 
dark green of the leaves on a nearby crab apple tree said, 
"What could be prettier or more meaningful than the colors 
we have already used— the pink and green?"— They saw "joy, 
hope, gladness and the eternal unquenchable spirit of youth in 
the green, and in the pink faith, freshness, and charity, — a 
love of humanity, not a vague elusive ideal, but a material 
living fact." So pink and green were adopted as North 
High colors in May. 1894, and they have so far weathered 
the blast of criticism and have become dear to the hearts of 
thousands of loyal supporters. 

A quotation from "The Pulse" Vol. 1, No. 2. April 15, 
1894 — the first paper published by North High— shows that 
by this time a new and larger building was becoming very 
necessary. Soon after this forces were set in motion which 
resulted in the building of a really beautiful and. for that 
time, spacious new brick building in the midst of an old apple 
orchard down on Eighth and College avenue. The annual 
of 1908 described this building as "one of the most artistic 
and convenient school buildings in the state of Iowa," built 
at the total cost of thirty thousand dollars. Into this fine 
home North High moved itself and all its belongings in 1896 
Off and on throughout the following years, especially after 
1901, after the town of North Des Moines was definitely made 
a part of the city of Des Moines, there was talk about turning 
this new building over to the grade schools and combining 
North with West High. The December 11, 1902, issue of 
the Des Moines Daily News carried the following article 
which set the worried minds of the friends of North High at 
rest for a time. "A member of the West Des Moines school 
board said today that the board had no idea of discontinuing 
North High and using it for a grade school building. We 
have purchased additional ground and are planning to make 
the North Des Moines institution into a model high school." 
But it was not until during the county superintendency of Mr. 
Z. C. Thornburg three or four years later that the question 
was definitely settled in favor of maintaining North High. 

Following the principals formerly named, came Mr. C. N. 
Clifford in 1897-1898 and Mr. A. W. Brett, in 1898-1900. In 
1901 Mr. W. E. Rummel became principal. This seems to 
have been a very harmonious period within, perhaps because 
of uncertainty from without, for it was during the three or four 
years of Mr. Rummel's regime that the very existence of the 
school was being threatened. The boys of the school in 1903, 
took a census of the North High district which was still the 
same in extent as the town of North Des Moines had been 
in 1880 except that it now extended north across the river 
including a small part of Highland Park. This census 
showed the population to be about 7,885 and of that number 
207 were enrolled at North High. 

Mr. Rummel was responsible for planting along the 
foundation the ivy which up to a few years ago covered the 
west side of the building and furnished much inspiration for 
poetry. It was also during this epoch in 1902 that Vol. 1. 
No. 1 of the Oracle was first issued — the first editor being 
Rufus Harvey and the first business manager Drury Haugh. 
In 1902 also the school first assumed the management of ath- 
letics and the first paid football coach was Clyde Hulsizer. 
The first touchdown was made October 15, 1904 against Boone. 



Away back in 1880, there was incorporated in one of the 
most lovely suburbs of Des Moines, a new town, called North 
Des Moines. It lay in a beautifully wooded tract of land ex- 
tending from the river on the east to Twenty-first street on the 
west, and from North street, now University avenue, on the 
south to Washington Street, or perhaps farther, on the north. 

Forest Home School Journal. Vol. 1. No. 1. published 
December 22. 1885 and certainly the first school publication in 
North Des Moines, speaks glowingly of the advantages of this 
new and rapidly growing town. One of those advantages was 
the very new Sixth Avenue bridge, which furnished a way by 
which the people on the north side of the river could reach 
the heart of the city of Des Moines without traveling by the 
Capitol building. Another was the street railway system, which 
provided horse-drawn cars as far north on Ninth street as to 
Forest avenue. Also the town possessed three churches, the 
North Park Congregational on Eighth and North; the Wes- 
minister Presbyterian on Twenty-first street, and the Bethel 
Evangelical. Another great attraction for new settlers in this 
location was Des Moines University, which had just been 
moved from the city of Des Moines to the corner of Ninth 
and Washington and which offered an excellent liberal arts 
education to all who would take it. 

One of the most important inducements to new comers was 
that North Des Moines possessed a good, four-room brick 
school building, which had gradually evolved from a one- 
room country school to a reallv good school accommodating 
nicely three departments, the primary, intermediate, and the 
higher grades with three teachers. The school was given its 
name Forest Home, by Dr. John A. Nash, one of the first 
teachers and ministers in the city of Des Moines and a patron 
saint in the minds of all Des Moines and North Des Moines 
citizens. He showed his own faith in this new town by build- 
ing a very good home where it still stands on the southwest 
corner of Ninth and Forest Avenue, still occupied by his 
daughter and his grandson. John MacVicar. Dr. Nash also 
helped to establish another church in North Des Moines in 
1887 — the Forest Avenue Baptist Church. Only a few years 
later Prospect Park Methodist Church, now called Trinity was 
built on the corner of Eighth and Washington. 

Forest Home School was situated on Forest avenue bet- 
ween Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets. In 1885 the principal 
of this school was Mr. A M. Miller. Following him for two 
or three years came Mr. D. G. Perkins, for whom Perkins 
grade school of the present time is named. By 1889 two 
rooms had been added to the building and plans had been 
carried out to establish a high school. Mr. O. E. Smith had 
come to be superintendent of all fhe North Des Moines schools, 
for by this time the town had grown and other schools had 
been build. Summit, now Given; Oakland, now Sabin being 
among them and also Lake Park, now Clarkson. 

North Des Moines High School was then definitely 
launched in the fall of 1889. fifty years ago. upon its long and 
honorable career. The high school department made use of 
three rooms and the hallway. One of these rooms known as 
the main room seated about seventy-five students and was 
used chiefly as a study hall, but it was often necessary for 
the teacher in charge of the study group to hear her classes 
therein. The time came when it was necessary for classes 
to be met in the hall, or down in the kindergarten room in 
the afternoons, and even as some of the students of that 
time may distinctly remember down *n a cellar room, where 
physics and chemistry classes were held in very close quarters 
and with very little equipment. 

The first principal of North High was Miss Louise Pat- 
terson, a graduate of Grinnell College and a very lovely 
sweet spirited woman who left the impress of her own sin- 
cerity on the lives and ideals of many of her pupils. Fol- 
lowing her as principal while she continued as a teacher of 
English in the school came Mr. A. W. Merrill, who stayed 
only one year at North at that time. The next year saw two 
principals come and go. Mr. E N. McKay, and Mr. Samuel 
Cart. During these years there were besides the principal 
usually two other full time teachers and drawing and music 
teachers who also served the grade schools. 

At that time those boys and girls who did not intend to 
go to college were very likely to drop out of school while 
still in the grades or at the end of the ninth grade. 

A few years later than this, statistics showed that only 
ten percent of the fourteen-year-old boys were in school. With 
this in mind it is not surprising to discover that a rather large 



A school paper under this name has been published continuously 
since, at first monthly with annuals in June, and later weekly 
with semester books instead of annuals. 

In 1903 also a manual training department was installed 
in the school. The same year a very wide awake debating 
club was organized under the sponsorship of Emma Case 
Moulton.— Some very outstanding work was done by this 
group and by 1906 it consisted of forty-seven members of the 
most capable boys in the school. 

In 1901 there were seven high school teachers for an 
enrollment of two hundred pupils. Seven rooms in the build- 
ing were occupied by grade school classes which were spoken 
of as the North High Annex. In 1904 when there was talk 
of another teacher for the grades the guestion was raised as 
to whether her classes should meet in the cupola or the furnace 
room. 

The fall of 1904 saw W. A. Crusenberry. who had long 
been a teacher of matmematics at West High, installed as a 
principal of North; but in December of the same year he was 
called back to West as principal, since Mr. W. O. Riddle, 
who had been principal there, was promoted to the position 
of superintendent of the City schools in the place of Mr. S. H. 
Sheakley who had resigned from that position. 

In January, 1905, for the first and apparently the last 
time, a woman sat at the office desk. During the next few 
months. Miss Amelia Morton, who had been principal for 
twenty years of Irving school, directed the activities of North 
High. The Oracle of 1908 says that flowers stood on the 
office desk, sash curtains were at the windows, and femine 
touches were elsewhere in evidence: but at the end of that 
year there came a change in the office. "Flowers were seen 
no more on the office desk" — so the Oracle says — "but in 
their place a motto appeared on the wall, Be brief; we have 
our living to make." Happy, prosperous years, filled with 
efficiency, serious business and definite advancement followed." 
In the October. 1905 number of the Oracle appears this in- 
teresting statement: "North High is to be congratulated on the 
absolute freedom from rowdyism anywhere within its walls. 
Of necessity, it couldn't exist, but there seems to be no in- 
clination to it. We are glad to chronicle the passing of 
rowdyism." 

By the end of the 1907 football season, North had de- 
veloped and cheered on a city championship team. During 
this school year, a new gymnasium was completed and the 
girls were allowed to take physical training. During the year 
1908 all the schools within the city limits of Greater Des 
Moines were consolidated into one school district. At that 
same time the thirty-five pupils of Oak Park High were trans- 
ferred to North. With this addition and the otherwise rapidly 
increasing enrollment it became necessary to have more room. 
Hence by 1910, all the grade school classes had been removed 
from the building. By the fall of 1911, North had an enroll- 
ment of 433 pupils with a faculty of eighteen in a building 
planned for not more than three hundred pupils. As a result 
of this condition it became necessary for some teachers to 
develop an extremely migratory habit, sometimes each of their 
five or six classes would meet in a different room, and one 
teacher recalls having to go from a basement room one period 
to what is now 414, but then known as the balcony, between 
classes each day and back again to another basement room 
the next period. In those days the periods were shorter, but 
there were more of them; so while one teacher was in charge 
of the study hall in old 350, another could be using her room. 
In those days the class work was completed by one p. m., 
thus leaving the time after luncheon until two-thirty, dismissal 
time, for teachers to meet with pupils who needed extra train- 
ing, either mental or character. 

The November, 1911 issue of the Oracle contains that 
which is probably North's first school song — written by Don- 
ald Murphy of the 1913 class to be sung to the tune of "Fair 
Harvard" : — 

"O Dear North High to thee, beloved school, we come. 
With love in our hearts ever more 
Let thy spirit descend from the age that is past, 
To the age that is waiting before. 

Dear North High on us drop thy mantel of years, 
With strength gird our limbs for the strife. 

And to us give the spirit to strive to attain. 
To that glory that is dearer than life. 

When thy loved halls we leave in the days yet to be, 

May this memory aid as we go 
In the battle of life, in the stress of the fight. 

Be our armour against every foe. 



And then when we gather at memory's shrine, 

Will we pledge in our loyalty true. 
The treasures of hands and the wealth of our souls. 

Alma Mater, Dear North High, to you." 

The main extra-class activity of pupils and teachers during 
the year of 1913 and 1914 was that of boosting for a new 
building. Conditions as to class room space were becoming 
very serious. The first definite steps were taken after a rousing 
assembly January 3, 1913. Student committees, headed by 
Theodore Rehman and Lester Eby. were appointed to carry on 
the work of securing signers to a petition for placing before 
the voters at the next school election, the question of a bond 
issue of $150,000 for a new building for North High. Students 
of East High graciously offered their assistance in circulating 
the petitions and surprisingly soon six thousand names, nearly 
twice as many as were needed, had been secured. The news- 
papers were filled that year with North High's need. Parents, 
alumni, and students all working together in a common cause 
definitely revived that old North High spirit which seems to 
have its ebb and flow; and when election day was over, it was 
found that the bond issue had been carried by a large majority. 

The breaking of the sod for the building on March 23, 
1914 was a memorable occasion in the annals of North High 
— the accompanying ceremony having been carefully planned 
by Principal Grundy. At nine o'clock, the school accompanied 
by the orchestra, filed out upon the North lawn. The plow, 
which was to break the sod and which had been appropriately 
decorated in pink and green, stood ready to be drawn by thiry- 
two stalwart boys, eight from each year, and to be guided 
by Director Charles Hutchinson, who was the member of the 
school board from North Des. Moines and chairman of the 
building committee. This team of boys, four abreast was to 
be guided by long and wide pink and green ribbon lines in 
the hands of two girls, one from the senior and one from the 
sophomore class. The glee club sang. Dr. Idleman offered a 
prayer, then Judge Hutchinson seized the handles of the plow 
and the boys were off, cutting a furrow ten feet long. Over 
the broken ground, two girls, one from the junior and one 
from the freshman class, strewed flowers." The historian out 
of respect for the past, refrains from telling all that was turned 
out that morning by that plow. The pupils and visitors then 
returned to the assembly for the program. Then Principal 
Grundy called upon the visiting board members, Miss Flora 
Dunlap, Dr. Conkling, and P. B. Sheriff to speak briefly. Mr. 
Neuman the contractor assured us the building would be ready 
for use by February, 1915. City Superintendent Z. Thornburg, 
who as County Superintendent ten years before had rendered 
the decision against consolidating North with West High 
made an optimistic speech in which he said he had lived to 
see the wisdom of his own earlier decision. Then Dr. How- 
land Hansen, pastor of the First Baptist Church and a very 
loyal friend to North High, gave the concluding address. The 
address as a whole would well bear quoting, but space permits 
only the last part of it, which may well be an inspiration to 
North High students still. After having introduced and dis- 
cussed three principles of living which he hoped might be 
kept in mind by all North High students always; that is. a 
spirit of reverence, a spirit of voluntary obedience to all ap- 
pointed authorities, and a spirit of loyalty in their coming cit- 
izenship, he closed with these words: We want this spirit 
of loyalty to be the dominant one in the citizenship here 
created. My home, my school, my city, my country, but 
whether victory or defeat shall come, my home while life 
shall last, my school forever, my city, my state, my country 
till time shall be no more. If we can cultivate this spirit of 
loyalty in North High we shall never rearet the breaking of 
ground today. It will appear in lifelong friendships, in united 
efforts for future victories, and if ever the need arises, it will 
send our young men and women into the hazards of life to 
win safety for the health and the lives of their people." 

The last words of Dr. Hansen's address were probably- 
prompted by the knowledge of the war clouds which hung over 
Europe that spring. 

The new building was finished according to promise, and 
in September, 1915. seven hundred students and twenty-five 
teachers took possession. Mr. Grundy decided that summer 
to retire from the school business, and Mr. E. J. Eaton, born 
and educated in New York state, but coming to us from 
Grand Rapids. Michigan, took up the reins of government at 
North. During the three years of Mr. Eaton's regime many 
new things were introduced into the school, one of the first 
being the reorganization of the school into home rooms, six 
at first. 

For some reason even the Oracle decided to begin over, 
for it was .changed from a twenty page, eight by eleven 



monthly magazine to a seventy-five page, six and a quarter by 
nine and a quarter, still monthly paper, and was marked. New 
Series— Vol. 1. No. 1. September. 1915. On the staff were 
twenty-six students and four faculty advisors. In those days 
the paper work was all done as a labor of love on extra- 
class time by pupils and teachers alike, for a course in journal- 
ism had not yet been introduced into North. 

One of the most important new things initiated by Prin- 
cipal Eaton that first year was the North High Student 
Teacher Association— the first student council in Des Moines 
and probably the first in the middlewest. The first officers 
were elected by the school at large, having been nominated by 
the petition method. They were Mason Ladd, now a Dean 
of Law at the State University. p r esident; Hiriam Hunn. a 
lawyer in Des Moines, boys' vice-president: Grace Cooper, 
girls' vice-president; Hortense Elliott, secretary; and Tasker 
Henderson, a Des Moines business man. treasurer, appointed 
at that time by the principal. Mr Thomas Teakle, a history 
teacher, Miss Nellie Baldwin, and Mr. G. C. Greewalt. then 
a teacher in the commercial department, now Polk Countv 
treasurer, were the first faculty representatives on the councij. 
It will be noted that they were then members of the council, 
not just advisors for the group. The membership of the as- 
sociation at that time consisted of the presidents of the six 
home rooms and one other person from each room, for every 
fifty or major part of fifty in the room. This gave Home 
Room 350 the study hall at that time and the Home Room 
of all juniors and seniors, seven members indicating that there 
were nearly three hundred pupils in that home room.— The 
other rooms each had from two to three representatives al- 
together including the faculty members. This made a council of 
twenty-six members There were six committees at that time 
the Executive. Inter-Relations. Social Welfare. Self-Govern- 
ment. Scholarship, and Entertainment. For each of these com- 
mittees there were two faculty advisers or members. The whole 
idea of the students co-operating in the management of the 
school, being so very new, was very interesting and the work 
went forward successfully from the beginning. 

The school papers of the years from 1915 to 1919 carry a 
constant undertone even some of the time a dominant tone of 
the world war into which America was drawn in April, 1917. 
On October 23. 1917 Mr. Faun of West High spoke in our 
assembly on the subject of militarv training in schools. It 
was to be absolutely optional with the boys and to be entered 
into only with the parents' written consent. More than sixty 
boys responded to this call, and after they were well organized 
they went out upon Eighth street twice a week, clad in kaki 
uniforms, for drill practice. 

In the spring of 1917 and, of course in 1918, many boys, 
too young to enlist, left school to go out to work on farms or 
in other kinds of work to release older men for army service. 
The schools assured these boys of their credits in whatever 
subjects thev were taking when they left school: but when 
these same boys entered the colleges and universities two or 
three years later, they and the college faculties realized that 
their foundation work for certain subjects such as mathematics 
and science was very frail. This was of course, a small matter 
compared with the sacrifices made by many others. Those who 
attended the All Des Moines High School Commencement in 
June 1918, in the Coliseum will recall that there were eight 
vacant chairs decorated with United States flags— representing 
eight boys of the class who had enlisted before school closed, 
and were probably in France by that time. Their diplomas 
were granted them, however, and were claimed that night by 
relatives. 

There were many more clubs in the school in those days 
than now. Very active and important among them were the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, the Girls' and Boys' Bible clubs, 
besides large Y. W. and Y. M. C. A. organizations. Garden 
clubs were organized in every home room and students eagerly 
vied with one another in the size of their gardens and success of 
their crops. The "Army Y" campaign sponsored by the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce was vigorously carried on at North as 
it was in all other high schools in the United States. Each 
subscriber was asked to pledge to give from his own earnings 
$10 by May 1, 1918, and the money was to go to the Army 
"Y" fund for American soldiers or prisoners of war. Such men 
as Dwight Lewis, who for many years was a frequent visitor 
at North, came to our assemblies and told of the need and con- 
ditions in the "Y" camps back of the trenches. At the close of 
one assembly 191 pledges were made by North High boys, 
thus guaranteeing $1,910 to the cause. In fact, bv the end of 
fhat campaign $10,000 had been given by all Des Moines high 
school boys to this cause. 



The girls were also very busy doing all kinds of work 
under the auspices of the North Des Moines Auxiliary of the 
Red Cross which met every day all of the year of '17 and '18, 
from three to four-thirty in the sewing room. Home room 
teachers and their girls all took their turns in this work leaving 
one day of the week, Wednesdays, for the other women of 
North Des Moines to use the room. They made thousands of 
surgical dressings and double compresses. Since this work had 
to be done under the most sanitary conditions the workers 
all wore white uniforms. 

One of the most active and efficient clubs of these days 
was called "The North High Service Club," which at first 
was made up of juniors and seniors in home room 350. They 
undertook anything and everything that might be of service to 
the school, the community, and to the cause at large. The 
February. 1918 Oracle reports that sixty-four alumni and 
students were already in military service and quotes from 
several letters received from these men in thanks for boxes of 
candy which the Service Club had sent to everv North High 
boy known to be in the service. The first of these letters 
was from Roger Clark West then stationed at Camp Cody. 
N. M. Another, headed "Somewhere in England" was from 
Donald McRae, the first North High alumnus to die on the 
battle field, on March 5, 1918. Another was from Edward 
Barnum, 11, stationed at Fort Meyers, Virginia, who also died 
in service. February 12, 1919. The only other gold star in 
our service flag was for Lieutenant Dale Eckerman, 14. who 
was killed in action on November 10. 1918. Nearly two hun- 
dred students and alumni of North entered the service, al- 
together. 

The spirit of service was in the air throughout all those 
days .and no student who went through North will fail to 
sympathize with a little poem by Julian Toulouse, '18, pub- 
lished in the 1918 Oracle. 

TO SERVICE 
"There is a tower, back through the years, 

Though dim and dark, and shadow veiled. 

Still sharply to my memory brings 

The joy, the glory of the past; 

The happy yield to pleasure's plea; 

Yet, best of all, the busy past 

Of Service to our fellow men. 

Oh ivied tower, reverened with age. 

Give us we pray the secret dear. 

Let us pass on, through light and shade, 

Filled with thy spirit, that our fellow men 

May in their turn receive thy boon. 

Teach us to hold ourselves as naught; 

In Service's cause inscribe our name 

As one who loves his fellow best." 
All through these war years loyalty, patriotism and self-sacri- 
fice were kept at a white heat by work and song, and life went 
on, if not merrily, at least very busily. 

During the summer of 1918. the school board perhaps 
desiring to introduce into another school some of the new 
organizations which Mr. Eaton had brought to North during 
the three years he had been with us, transferred him to be 
principal of West High. So in September, 1918, North again 
welcomed a new principal; that is, new to the students of that 
year for Mr. A. W. Merrill, whe came to us then and stayed 
for five years until he was called into a higher position by 
the board, had been principal of North during the year of '92 
and 93. — The epoch of Mr. Merrill's principalship were indeed 
progressive years, if growth in interest and numbers marks 
progress. 

In 1917 the city championship in football was won by 
North High; in fact, they lost only one game that season, 
that to Mason City by a score of 3 to 0: and five North boys 
were placed on the all-city team. Indeed the contestants in all 
the other sports were very active that whole year. The 
season of 1918, however, was even more successful for the 
football team, as they not only won all the games they played 
in and out of the city, but won them by large scores. North 
High, 219 points: opponents. 0. F^vidently this experience 
was repeated in the fall of 1919 since an editorial in the 
January, 1921 Oracle speaking of a defeat by the Waterloo 
team in the 1920 season says: "One way of determining the 
real quality of our much talked of North High is to see how 
we act when we meet defeat. It was the first defeat in three 
years. It is an easy matter to cheer and praise a winning 
team and very hard to smile at defeat. With curiosity and 
yet determination we watched rhe result. The turn had come 
and with steady and increased enthusiasm it was met. Not 
once did it falter. All of us knew that North High spirit was 
still alive 



Again North High was becoming over-crowded. This 
condition was taken care of in the year 1921 and on for a 
while by rearranging the whole schedule for the day and run- 
ning the classes in two shifts with home room period for the 
sophomores, juniors, and seniors at 8:15 a. m. with six forty 
minute periods from then until lunch period at 12:43, when 
many of these students went home for the rest of the day. 
The home room 'period for the freshmen came at 116 p. m. 
after they may have had two classes or their lunch, and their 
classes continued on until 4:18.— This made it possible for the 
rooms to be used by two sets of classes throughout the day. 
The real problem for the teachers was where to go when not 
having classes or presiding over a study hall. 

By 1922 there were twenty-seven home rooms instead of 
seven, a change which made possible more effective home- 
room work. At that time there were sixty teachers for about 
fourteen hundred pupils. 

In the fall of 1921. Mr. A. Neal Hutchins came to North 
as her first vice-principal, and remained in that capacity until 
June, 1928. His office was the tower room opening onto the 
half-way landing on the north stairway to the third floor in the 
oldest building. Anyone going to the third floor or balcony 
(414 now) in those days was likely to have to wind his way 
up among boys sitting on the stairs awaiting their turn to 
appear before the judge. 

headlines of the Oracle, May 5, 1922 was "Honor 
Mr. Fletcher. Mr. Fletcher was then completing his twentieth 
year as custodian of the building, during which time he had 
seen the school grow from one hundred fifty to fourteen hun- 
dred in number. Among other words of appreciation were 
the following: "North High s lawn has been one of her proud- 
est possessions since Mr. Fletcher took charge. No bare 
spots are on our lawn; flowers and the American flag add 
beauty to the grounds. Folks are so used to the immaculate 
appearance of the place that they never disturb the flowers." 
This, however, was before pupils had to go to classrooms out- 
side the building. 

Steps toward securing a school emblem were first taken 
when the June class of 21 left a sum of money to be given 
as a prize to the school artist who should submit the best de- 
sign for an emblem. The design presented by Evelyn Mc- 
Nealey was finally considered most suitable; and after having 
been developed by a commercial art company, the North High 
emblem, or seal just as it is now was accepted by a vote of 
the whole school on February 29, 1924. When the idea of 
adopting a uniform class pin or ring instead of the individual 
class pins chosen each semester by each class, first came to a 
vote of the school, it was overwhelmingly defeated; but grad- 
ually after the emblem had become familiar to all. the uniform 
pin was approved by a large majority of the school. 

Only one real disaster at the school has occurred through- 
out all these years and that was the fire in the auditorium 
January 24. 1923. It burst forth apparently spontaneously and 
destroyed everything in the room, but did no harm to any 
person. For the next few months there were no assemblies and 
the students learned to appreciate their assembly privileges by 
the time they regained them. 

Overcrowded conditions had developed in all the schools 
again and an extensive building program was carried on 
throughout the next two or three years. The building of the 
junior highs made it possible for the ninth grade pupils to be 
removed from North, and again for awhile there was breathing 
space. * 
In March, 1923, Principal Merrill was elected to the 
position of Assistant Superintendent of Schools. We were 
proud to know that our principal's worth was recognized, but 
we were sorry to have him leave North; indeed the school did 
not really give him up, as we have always thought of him as 
still being a very good friend to North High. 

The following September, Mr. Curtis Threlkeld came from 
Marshalltown to take Mr. Merrill s place. Roosevelt High 
opened that fall and several of our teachers were transferred 
to the new school, making it necessary to bring other new 
facultv members to North and to do a good deal of reorgan- 
izing here. 

Throughout the years, changes had been taking place in 
the extra-curricular activities work, usually improvements, and 
this year two very important changes were made. Partly be- 
cause of rather serious ill health s resulting to some popular 
students who had been elected to far too many offices at the 
same time, and very much in order that honors as well as 
responsibilities might have a far wider spread throughout the 
schoo . a plan for limiting participation on the part of indi- 
viduals now known as the "Points System" was adopted 
rhis plan has been revised from time to time to meet the shifts 
of interest, time, and responsibility connected with the various 



activities, and it will no doubt continue to be revised by the 
Activities Committees and Judicial Boards of the future. 

Another improvement in extra-curricular affairs had to do 
with the Council. During Mr. Merrill s regime, the constitution 
had been changed so as to give more responsibility to the stu- 
dents, and in keeping with this idea the name of the organ- 
ization had been changed from The North High Student- 
leacher Association" to "The Student Council of North High " 
bevera) new committees, such as the judicial board, the halls 
and ushers committees, had been added. In 1923. another re- 
vision of the constitution was made which greatly expedited the 
early semester organization. The membership of the council 
from then on consisted of the presidents of the home rooms 
until some time later when chairmen appointed outside the 
elective members and later the members of judicial board who 
might have been chosen from outside the elective members be- 
came, by their appointment to these positions by the executive 
committee members of the council. The organization of the 
council since that time has been made at the end of each 
semester instead of being delayed until the opening of the new 
semester and the election of serior class officers.

rooms were formed of equal numbers of both groups and 
the school went forward as usual, soon losing sight ot the 
North and West idea entirely. 

The year 1929 marked the first activity toward again ac- 
quiring more room, which was then greatly needed be- 
cause of the increasing number of pupils coming every semes- 
ter from the three tributary junior high schools. Some years 
before the city had voted a $300,00 bond issue for improve- 
ment of the West High building, but for some reason the 
plan had not been carried out. The question of transferring 
This money to be used for an addition to North High building 
was placed before the voters in March and was decided favor- 
ably for North. As a result of this action, North High gained 
the whole new building facing Seventh street, including the 
boys' gymnasium, swimming pool, nurse's rooms, a much en- 
larged stage, and a complete change in the interior of the old- 
est building too complicated to be detailed here, but providing 
several extra class rooms, the little theatre, and the club or 
music room as they are now The offices, which were pre- 
viously on the third floor of the first building where the south 
stairway and 314 are now. were at that time moved to the 
Seventh street location which they now occupy. 

During the eight years of Mr. Sleeper's administration the 
school enjoyed many interesting activities and undertook some 
new ones which are now a part of our every day life Une 
of these is our Student Activity Book. Mr Thompson brought 
this idea to North Des Moines from Omaha Technical High 
School and it has since been adopted by Roosevelt and Lin- 
coln After two semesters of deliberation on the matter the 
Council passed the laws requiring everyone who wished to hold 
office or participate in any school activity except club member- 
ship to possess an activity book up to date. Noon movies 
were also made possible during those years. 

Mr Steeper believed thoroughly in the conference method 
of making boys and girls think about leadership, citizenship, 
and character. At West he had initiated a series of com- 
missions dealing with various problems and these groups had 
formed the custom of meeting twice a year in week-end con- 
ferences at the Boone Y. M. C. A. camp. After he came to 
North, these Y camp conferences were carried on under the 
name of the North High Student Council and Home Room 
Officers Conference until the expense of the trip began to 
seem prohibitive. 



In 1928. the State Council of the P. T. A. with Mr. 
Steeper's help inaugurated a series of District Leadership Con- 
ferences to meet in various parts of the state. — The one usually 
attended by delegates from North meets each April at Ames, 
being entertained by I. S. C. At least nine years ago North 
began sending delegates from the council to the Missouri Valley 
Federation of Student Councils and with the aid of Roosevelt 
High at the Roosevelt building entertained this interesting group 
of representatives from at least eight states, in October, 1932. 
During these years, too. North sent out the first invitation to 
the other three schools for an all-city council conference. These 
meetings have been carried on ever since, the place of meeting 
rotating from year to yar. 

The first "Color Day'* was held in 1928 before the East- 
North game, and is still being celebrated at that date each year. 
"All High School Day." on which the high school students 
from the commercial departments of the city schools, are em- 
ploved for a day at the down-town stores, seems to have been 
started in October, 1932. 

Throughout many years the music and dramatics depart- 
ments of North High have done excellent work. The school 
has been unusually fortunate, it seems, in securing for these 
departments teachers of great ability and enthusiasm for their 
work. 

Throughout these fifty years North High has sent forth 
into the world eighty-five hundred graduates. 

One thing that speaks well for North High is that at 
least on two occasions those who have formerly been here as 
leaders have seemed glad to come back. It will be remembered 
that Mr. A. W. Merrill was principal of North two different 
times, and when Mr. Steeper resigned in June 1935. the Board 
of Education showed real wisdom in sending Mr. S. E. Thomp- 
son back to North as principal. Since history is supposed 
to be the record of past events and North High people, teachers 
and pupils alike, are hoping that Mr. Thompson's administra- 
tion may not be a thing of the past for many years to come, 
this seems to be a good stopping point. 

The historian does, however, wish to add in closing that 
the activities of the school-curricular as well as extra-curri- 
cular—have gone forward during these past four years of 
Mr. Thompson's administration efficiently and happily, for 
faculty and students alike feel his sympathetic interest in the 
work each is trying to do.

The year 1902 marks the first year that inter-school com- 
petition was permitted in the Des Moines school system. This 
year also marks the date of the first school-sponsored athletic 
teams in the history of the Des Moines schools. 

This authorization of inter-school competition called for 
the hiring of a coach for North High; so on September 11, 
1903 Mr. Clyde Hulsizer of Grinnell accepted the position of 
football coach. 

During, the first football season the team played eight 
games. They won 1. lost 5, and tied 2. At the close of the 
season in December, 1903, the first rules for the awarding 
of athletic emblems were established. These rules covered 
football, baseball, track, tennis, and basketball. The award- 
ing of emblems in any other sport was to be left in the hands 
of the executive committee, who had the power to make 
awards, providing the student met the requirements. 

During November, 1903 an article appeared in the 
Oracle making a plea for a gymnasium. This article said 
' In order to preserve and protect the health of the North 
High boys and girls they should be given a gvmnasium, in 
which to exercise during the winter months.'' This plea was 
not answered until five years later and in January, 1908 the 
first gym classes were held in the new North High gym. 
The problem of having both boys and girls classes was 
solved by having the girls classes on Wednesday of each 
week and the boys classes on Friday of each week. 

In 1905 a new football coach came to the Polar Lair; his 
name was Mr. M. C. Hamilton. Coach Hamilton stayed at 
North for one year. Then in 1906 Mr. Guy Dobson, a grad- 
uate of North in 1899, took over the coaching duties. Mr. 
Dobson left North in December, 1906 to take a position in 
Oregon. This necessitated the selection of a new coach and 
after much dickering Dr. Thomas Burcham was chosen to 
head the Bears' football st iff. Dr. Burcham was not new to 
Des Moines for he had twice been chosen all-state high 
school half back and had captained the Drake gridiron squad 
his senior year. The year 1908 saw another new coach take 
over the helm of North High football; he was Alfred Hoffman. 



Mr. Hoffman was a Drake grad and had four years football 
experience on the varsity team. 

In March, 1909 Andy Chalmers, was chosen to be track 
coach. This appointment of a track coach was the first time 
in the schools' history that there had been a track instructor. 
Prior to this time the track team had been managed by some 
teacher who had ben kind enough to give his time. In 1910 
Mr. A. O. Craven was chosen to lead the North squad. Mr. 
Craven had had athletic experience as assistant football and 
head track coach at Simpson in 1909 and 1910 respectively. 

Since the year 1910 there have been nineteen coaches in 
the North High athletic department. These men and women 
have guided the Polar Bear teams through many successful 
season of athletic competition. 

Three of the more to be remembered team directors are 
Harry M. Bell, John J. Johnson, and William T. Sherman. 
Mr. Bell was football coach from 1916 until 1918. The most 
outstanding year in Coach Bell's stay at North was 1918. In 
this year the Bears played six football games. A summary 
of the season showed that after the six games North s slate 
remained clean. During the season the Bears had scored 219 
points to their opponents 0. 

Johnny Johnson came to North in September, 1929 and 
stayed until 1936. Johnny" left North to take the position 
as physical education director for the Des Moines school 
system. 

Billy Sherman became a member of the North faculty in 
1929 He coached athletics for ten years, turning out many 
championship teams. In January, 1938 "Billy" was forced to 
retire from teaching because of illness and in August. 1938 
he passed away after a long spell of serious sickness. 

Both Johnny" and Billy" are dear to the hearts of North 
High athjetes and fans because of their never-say-die-spirit 
and their love for, and devotion to good clean sport. 

This brings to a close a brief history of North High's 
sports department, which began 37 years ago. May the next 
40 years also bring many great coaches, athletes, and teams 
to fight for the glory of the Pink and Green.

When we see a play produced by a high school group today, most of us do not 
stop to realize that it was not until the last ten or fifteen years that high schools began to 
develop along the specialized lines of dramatics.

These plays were not as closely supervised and directed as our plays today, and 
because all work had to be done outside of school time, and few facilities for producing 
were available, the presentations were usually not up to the high standard of modern high 
school Droductions. 

With the advent of dramatics classes came the semester production of a long, well- 
known play, which now is the major job of the advanced classes in our drama department. 

For the past six years, according to Miss Pearl Hausen, present instructor in dra- 
matics, our school and its followers have enjoyed a major production every semester.
